RACING AT HARLEM. 



Harlem’s program was rearranged, the third 
irace (1 mile and 20 yards) being declared off, 
the fourth race moved up and the fifth split in 
order to make the advertised six races. It was 
•said that Eddie Jones had a chill and that 
trainer McCormick scratched him in conse- 
<juence. The day was very warm and disagree- 
.able but the usual crowd attended the races. 

For the curtain-raiser Gauntlet, Burns & 
'Waterhouse’s colt, was made an even-money 
iavorite by reason of the fact that at Washing- 
ton Park (his first start) he had finished fourth. 
■*‘Dope students” said: “If he improves five 
pounds over that race he will do.” Galathee, at 
2 to 1, stood next in favor, the only question 
•being whether or not he could carry 118 pounds. 
•Gauntlet won the race, but did not finish first. 
Prince McCiurg being rightly disqualified for 
fouling Galathee at the last sixteenth post. Wil- 
lie Howard, off in front, was raced by Gauntlet, 
he followed by Galathee. The others were strung 
■out around the upper turn, Foxnette being last. 
A general closing up in the home stretch, and at 
^^10 last sixteenth the race was a hot one, with 
'aauntlet fighting to beat Galathee, this pair 
leading. Now Turner brought Prince McClurg 
up on the outside and, just as full of run, Mc- 
Guigan’s . colt passed Galathee,. He swung 
■across toward the inside rail forcing Everett to 
pull up. Prince McClurg won by several open 
.lengths, the others appearing to be jarred by 
Galathee and so hanging on their stride. Fox- 
nette was so close to Volandies and Galathee 
that her trainer thought she had beaten the lat- 
ter. 

Little Singer, getting off on the outside to 
■•such a perfect start that Mr. Dwyer gracefully 
lifted his cap in response to the applause from 
the grand stand, was hustled around the bend, 
and at the three-eighths took the lead from 
Necedah and Hessville. And that was the last 
'Of the others’ chances, as Bloss waited along 
beautifully in front, and when Tonto, close in 
made play, the best this well backed horse 
could do was to finish second, as Little Singer 
bad plenty left and came away. Winslow was 
•a close third. Swordsman, under punishment 
most of the journey, ran into the bunch in front 
as the last turn was made. J. W. Gates’ agent 
bet Marcus Cartwright $100 each way place and 
3 how at 25 and 4 on Little Singer. 

Through some carelessness the names of the 
borses on program and bookmaker’s slip did 
not follow in like rotation, and thereby great 
inconvenience was caused. 

The four horses were off abreast in the next 
Tace. Thorpe at once took Candelaria back and 
up the back stretch he was lying alongide Sun- 
burst three lengths behind Charley Christy and 
Elusive paired. Sunburst gave it up on the far 
turn and Candelaria came into the straight 
three lengths behind the leaders. Everyone was 
looking for Charley Christy to stop, as the im- 
pression has been that he runs best from be- 
hind, but he now showed the qualities of the 
proverbial cat, never came back, but ran home 
like a wild horse, many lengths to the good. 
Candelaria beat Elusive in a drive. One book- 
maker laid 20 against 100 that the favorite 
^^jj^mid not get a place. 

Elsie G, Boney Boy and Stamina ran farthest 
-at the several breakaways. Eva Wilson was in 
front when the flag fell but Tommy Burns shot 
the favorite to the fore on the turn and riding 
him a trifle at the last eighth post Boney Boy 
came on and won from Elsie G, The Dragoon 
finishing third. Eva Wilson died off rapidly 
the last quarter. Stamina was far back a 
•quarter away from the wire but ran fast there- 
•after, finishing close up. Major Eskridge made 
•a fair showing. 



Guess Me belied her name as there was no 
doubt about her winning after the first furlong, 
she never extended leading from there out. 
Miss Marks was second at the entrance of the 
home stretch. The Kentuckian and Sea Lion 
close up, all others already beaten off. The 
Kentuckian got the place easily, while it took 
the judges decision to separate Miss Marks and 
Sea Lion, the latter securing third money. 

Meddler got off on the outside with a bulge 
and rounding the first turn took the lead from 
Roger B. He was second for an instant to 
Albert S at the half mile ground, but opened a 
big gap on the upper turn. Nothing pushed 
him at the finish but Roger B, which horse he 
easily shook off. Prosecutdr, third, ran a good 
race at the end. Midian seemed to lack speed 
and could never head the second division until 
the last eighth. 

Col. Clark seems determined to not let the 
jockeys interfere with one another, and called 
the quartet to the stand as the horses went to 
the post for the third race. 

Eugene Leigh was differed $650 by the foul of 
Prince McClurg, which horse he had backed. 

One day at Washington Park Chris Smith 
complimented Col. M. Lewis Clark, saying 
“You are the best racing judge on earth.” 
Yesterday the former owner of Yo Tambien had 
$50 against $2,000 on the disqualified Prince Mc- 
Clurg but when asked “How now'about the 
Colonel?” replied, “He’s all right, only I wish 
he hadn’t been looking.” 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The success of the Bromley stable this season 
is very gratifying to the firm and should be to 
all true lovers of the turf. Last year nearly 
everything in their large stable went wrong or 
had bad luck of some kind. Although they had 
high class horses they did not seem to be able 
to win any kind of a race. 

This season almost every member of their big 
string that has started has won or captured 
some part of the money. Great credit is due 
trainer Julius Bauer for his careful handling of 
the stable. Mr. Bauer’s success is Uot difiicult 
of explanation. He is a thorough horseman 
and puts in the majority of his waking hours 
with his charges, and here is a tip for some of 
those trainers who have good horses which can- 
not win or spend the most of their time in the 
stable. — Morning Telegraph. 



The always pleasant Saratoga meeting begins 
tomorrow under favorable circumstances. The 
stables are full of horses from all parts of the 
country. The ring is free to all comers at the 
odd figure of $57 per day. The Saratoga hotels are 
unusually well patronized this year owing to a 
great falling off in the number of holiday seek- 
ers who but for the war would be in Europe 
and various other elements combine to forecast 
a successful meeting. 

It is said that the only horse Ed Gardner ever 
bred that he will not sell is Bangle. When 
this colt was a 2-year-old, Gardner thought in 
him he had the grandest racehorse ever foaled. 
On the day when Bangle won the Drexel Stakes 
at Washington Park, Gardner wired his friends 
at St. Louis, ”Bet on Bangle.” 

The 4-year-old The Chemist is apparently the 
best sprinter now running at St. Louis, and is 
evidently smart enough to win over the Chicago 
tracks if judiciously placed. Of his career at 
the Fair Grounds the Republic says: “The 
Chemist has started thirteen times at the Fair 
Grounds this year and placed nine purses to the 
credit of his owner. Of these seven were won in 
so many consecutive starts. He ran second once 
to Ed Farrell and was unplaced once. The first 
time he went to the post he fell down and failed 



to finish. The Chemist was a fair sort of a 
2-year-old. Last year he was a confirmed cripple 
and failed to stand training. Brewer Schorr 
owns a full brother of The Chemist called The 
Druggist, who is a 3-year-old maiden. Leo- 
stratus, the speedy but faint-hearted 2-year-old 
now racing at the Fair Grounds, is also a full 
brother of The Chemist.” 



“Tony” Licalzi has learned a few things since 
Bill Scully and “Cy” James made him a present 
some years ago at New Orleans of Ormie, a 
horse that later the same season beat Scully’s 
stake mare. Hypocrite, at Washington Park. 
Tony afterwards gave away a good horse. The 
first season there was running races at Mil- 
waukee he left Farley, a fair selling plate 
sprinter, with Secretary Fleming. ‘‘Let him 
run out,” said the proprietor of “The W'ater- 
melon Stable.” And Mr. Fleming “babied” the 
animal for a year and then started him as “fat 
as a bull.” One hundred to one was Farley’s 
price, but he showed speed, and before the 
meeting close I waa wincing races. So Tony 
got the horse back and last year made money 
with him. It is said that for two years or more 
Licalzi has trained his own horses. He surely 
has bread-winners in Lady Ellerslie and A1 

Fresco. ■ 

It is said Tod Sloan has been offered a re- 
tainer of $25,000 for next season for the first call 
on his services by Mr. Simons, a South African 
millionaire, now going m largely for racing. 
Lord William Beresford denies he tendered for 
Sloan’s services, as under the arrangements 
made by him on dissolving partnership with 
Pierre Lorillard his horses will be ridden by 
jockeys attached to March’s stable, where he 
will train next season. 



It is rumored that John Hyland will handle 
the Whitney— Paget stable next season with 
Hogan, who now trains, to look after the jump- 
ers exclusively. Of course Hyland will con- 
tinue to train Mr. Belmont’s horses for the 
remainder of this season, and it may be that 
the engagement will be renewed.— New York 
Journal. 



The crack Australian three-year-old, Aurum, 
which Mr. Jersey (Mrs. Langtry) recently pur- 
chased from W. R. Wilson, has reached New- 
market, England, where the son of Trenton will 
be trained by Fred Webb. The colt arrived in 
the Damascus, which also conveyed two other 
Australian colts, Coronation and Borgia, both 
the property of Mr. W. Webb. Coronation is 
said to have been the best two-year-old that 
had raced in Queensland. 

STAKES FOR HAWTHORNE. 



In the advertising department of Daily 
Racing Form today will be found the con- 
ditions of ten valuable stakes opened by the 
Chicago Racing Association, entries to which 
close August 4. The names of the events will 
sound familiar to those who recall the racing 
of other days over the Hawthorne track. They 
all present an endowment fully up to the 
standard of the day and such as should, and no 
doubt will, secure entries of all the good horses 
now in Chicago. No very great length of time 
is left in which to make entries, but fortunately 
it IS now the time of the year when horses are 
at their best and owners of well tried material 
do not have to study long over the problem of 
what racers in their strings will do to enter for 
the big events of the turf and selections for 
entry are easy to make.

A FAMOUS TURFMAN’S FORTUNES. 



“Lucky” Baldwin’s financial affairs are said 
to be looking up. His business partner in min- 
ing ventures, the artist Cross, now in Chicago, 
says that the California millionaire has recently 
sold an unworked gold mine he has owned for 
years near San Bernardino for $.500,000 to an 
English syndicate, and that other foreign capi- 
talists are negotiating for a big ranch of Bald- 
win’s, intending to make beet sugar and that 
for this “Lucky” will get nearly two millions of 
dollais, enough money to remove all the “plas- 
ters” on his large estates. 

It is said that Mr. Baldwin owns more good 
land than any man in the United States, some 
60,000 acres in all. His home ranch, Santa Anita, 
comprises 22,000 acres. It is fourteen miles from 
the ocean and 1,400 feet above the sea level. 
The old adobe house, of immense proportions, 
built on the place by the Spaniards, is still 
standing, although the proprietor has an ele- 
gant modern residence to live in, around which 
the trees and flowers are dreams. On this ranch 
Mr. Baldwin has spent nearly two millions of 
dollars in piping for irrigation, and the preva- 
lent drought cannot injure him greatly. There 
are 15,000 lemon trees on the place, and the fruit 
of these last year went to rot because of hard 
times and no sale. There are also 25,000 Eng- 
lish walnut trees, while the extent of the vine- 
yards can be guessed from a shipment of forty 
carloads of wine the other day. 

Before the depression in prices Mr. Baldwin’s 
wealth was estimated at $17,000,000. At Santa 
Anita he has thousands of draught horses and 
mules and on another ranch 20,000 head of 
sljjpep. His thoroughbred stock numbers over 
500 head, whose quality may be discovered from 
the list of American Derby winners Volante, 
Emperor of Norfolk, Silver Cloud and Rey el 
Santa Anita having borne the “Black with Mal- 
tese Cross” to the front in that great racing 
event, while Miss Ford ran second to C. H. 
Todd. Mr. Baldwin at an early day bought 
through the late secretary of Washing- 
ton Park, John E. Brewster, the stallions— four 
mile heat horses taken to California for racing 
purposes — Rutherford and Grinstead, and buy- 
ing for small money eight Glenelg mares the 
California stock farm returned for each a first- 
class race horse. 

Time and again “Lucky” Baldwin has an- 
nounced his retirement from the turf, but Mr. 
Cross says that now “Lucky,” at the age of. 73 
years, contemplates a raid next winter on the 
tracks at San Francisco and that he will be 
seen racing there with winning material. 
This will be good news to lovers of racing 
because say what one might about the old 
capitalist, no breath of suspicion ever was 
raised about whether or not the horses carrying 
his famous colors were “out for the money” 
and the public has won more on his animals 
than on those of any other American.
